Bandit suppression has been bo- 
‘gun and three provinces are said 
to be engaged in it. So far they 
have driven the outlaws from their 
‘main rendezvous in the hills near 
the border of Hunan, and northwest 
‘of Lungehuenhsien, "The effect of 
this drive up to the present has been 
to cover the whole district with 
Bands of smaller dimensions, whose 
deprodations are widespread. Ono 
main body of these centred in 
Nananfu, having taken Tsengi- 
hisien a few days before. Just what 
damage they have done in these two 
places is not definitely known, but 
8 few days ago they took one of the 
Catholic Fathers, in Nanan and sent 
thelr demand to Hankow for $20,- 
000 a8 ransom, ‘They are now said 
to have left that city having been 
tacked by the provineial forces two 
days ago, Where they have gone 
we do not as yet know, 
"This eity was their objective, but 
such drastie preparations were mada 
for their reception that the brige 
ands changed thelr mind, and did 
it attempt it.

The Armed Robbers 
It is the armed robbers and kid- 
nappers who are a constant menaee| 
to the live of our men and the peace| 
of the Settlement, and it is fixhting| 
‘against these desperadoes that the 
best qualities of our men come out. 
Robberies are most common between 
G pm, and 11 pam, but may of} 
course oceur at any time. No man| 
when he goes on duty can be cer- 
tain that before he reports off duty’ 
he will not have had to engage in a] 
life and death struggle with a party| 
of armed robbers. When whistles} 
are blown at night every man runs| 
towards the sound with 
in his hand, Should he 
robbers in flight, he ean be certain

Chinese and English which contains 
instructions to meet all probable 
situations, focal regulations ant 
police orders, ete. ‘The school work 
consists in the teacher going riighb 
through this ook, explaining alt 
doubtfe! joints, while tie recruits 
copy the whole into their own note 
books, which are eheeked from time 
to tine. This routine is varied by 
lectures given by Chinese Inspectoms 
and Sub-Inspectors, Reeruits mist 
pass out in arms drill, squad drill, 
‘bayonet exercises and riot drill, The 
Martini-Metford carbine is used for 
arms drill, with English worls of 
‘command. They have a good idea 
of time. and drill very well 

Daily physical training consists 
of half an hour first thing inthe 

ening for Swedish drill and Ine 
dian clubs, and one hour last thing. 
in the afternoon at rough games of 
all descriptions. These games. at 
inde competitive between squads of 
twenty to thirty men each, Toa 
squads play against each other in 
every game each day. When all 
have competed against each other, 
the one with most wins is given 
halt-holiday. This makes consider- 
able keenness and consequent satis 
factory physical development, ‘The

this way men soon learn that it 
does not pay to lose one’s temper. 
Good temper, sound physical condi- 
tion, and the lightening use of a 
pistol are three qualities most need-| 
ed by every man, 

A Useful Weapon 

AL sen on duty are armed, with 
‘a 380 Colt automatic. Each re- 
ceruit fires twenty-two: rounds before 
Jeaving the Depot, sixtocn of these 
in his qualifying course, and six in 
Wis passing-out test. Individuals 
may be given further practice be- 
fore leavinge the Depot if this ap- 
pears necessary. Every year the 
whole force passes the Spring and|

man, In the last case, the pistol

and fires four shots. ‘The Colt .380 
is an ideal weapon for the purpose, | 
‘Woing accurate, easy to shoot with 
‘and simple in ‘action. 

‘After leaving the Depot, the men 
do one drill a week during the winter! 
months, mainly squad drill under} 
‘Chinese Inspectors, and ceremonial 
drill, In summer, lectures on usefull 
police subjects are substituted. 

T hope this will give some idea 
of the workings of the Chinese 
Branch of the Shanghai Force. 
‘hough TI have not omitted the! 
‘characteristic faults, the good quali- 
tics of the Chinese policeman far| 
outweigh his human weaknesses, 
‘and {t is much to be desired that the 
general public should realize what!

Graphic Story of a Raid to Rescue a Kidnapped Man: 
in the Dark with Armed Bandits: Drama 
Encounter off 





Teased in_an arnied battle between 
rolice attached to Louza station 
and 2 gang in the country of 
Warren’ Road. ‘The police fired 
upwards of 30 rounds, while the 
kidnappers had nearly emptied their 
pistols when they fell. 

‘The victim, who wag kidnapped 
from his Baby Austin as he left 
his house in Avenue Road two 
weeks ago, was hurried near to: 
the Jeasfield Railway station, where 
the police found the abandoned ear, 
and taken ross country to the 
hovels where the gang detainfed 
him. In the meanwhile the gang 
had set his ransom at $500,000, but 
wo-betweens were attempting to 
Dring about an agreement, when 
police interference brought negot 
tions to a close. 

Det-Sergt. White, with whom 
were associated P.CS. O'Neill, 
VCS, Macfee and about 10 
Chinese detectives, condueted the 
investigations, the entire party 
being present during the raid, 

Chinese detectives had been, 
watehing man, who it was ur 
derstood, had connived with the 
gang. At a favourable moment on 
February 7 they arrested him 
in a lodging house in  Foochow 
Toad. Prom him they obtained in- 
formation as to the whereabouts of 
three others. Subsequent to a raid: 
on a lodging house in Tientsin 
Rond, the kidnappers were lounging 
round talking, the police learned 
that they had caught the leader and 
fone of his chief henchmen, No. 
pistols or ammunition were seized 
here. 


























‘The Leader “Splits” 

‘The leader told the police that 
thoy had scereted their vietim in 
house off Warren Road and out- 
ined the general situation. The 
raiding party was organized, Men 
donned steel waisteoats, and armed

which can be very justly called a 
disease of civilization. In Europ 
‘the most alllicted countries, said 
Dr, Englaender, are Switzerland, the 
‘Netherlands, Denmark, England and 
‘60 forth, 

Rare in Primitive Countries 

On the contrary, in primitive 
‘countries between primitive peoples, 
feancer is very. rare. Numero 
etters of doctors who have practised 
Jong years among Papuans, Central 
African negroes, Esquimaux, in 
‘Timor, Christmas Island, and among 
Canadian Indians, ete., all confirm 
that, among these peoples, cancer is, 
Af existent, exceedingly rare: The 
posaible objections aro—among pri 
mitive people, there are few who 
‘attain old age (the ago of cancer), 
‘and primitive pooples do not consult 
physiclans and thus their cancers 
fare not known. 

Both objections were treated 
thoroughly by Dr. Englaender, who 
said that doctors had searched the 
proportion of eancer among the old 

imitive people and found 
mo cancer er cancor in extreme 
rarity. Among some tribes, doctors. 
have beon living tens of years and 
have practically known every ine 
dividual and every ease of death. 
‘These doctors also confirm the rarity 
of cancer, Dr, Englaender quoted 
numerous experiences of doctors, 
‘who, during long yoars had seen no 
cancer aniong primitive peoples- 

‘That cancer is really an illness of | 
civilization, is proved also by its 
‘rapid, disquieting, fatal inereaso in 
the last decades. ‘This increase was 
considered by the speaker and by 
many other experts as by far the 
‘most important part of the whole 
‘question of cancer. Dr. Englaender 
Lrowght a very groat amount of 
data showing that, in all European 
‘and American states and towns, 
‘eancer is increasing in the most dis- 
tressing manner. In Paris, London, 
the: relative number of cases of 
‘cancer has quintupled and sextupled 
in the last half century. In every 
civilized country, without any exe 
ception, this increase is manifest 
and indubitable. 

‘The Answer to Objections 

Dr. Englaender mentioned the 
objections to the thesis of increase 
of frequency of cancer, as follows:— 
werease is not real: it only 
80 by the more exact 
diagnosis. The English Government 
has produced the answer to this 
‘objection. Nobody will assert that 
25 on 30 years ago, doctors could 
not diagnose advanced cases of 
cancer of the lip, or of the skin, of 
of the breast. Advanced and mortal 
‘oases of such external cancers, are 
practically impossible to confound 
























































with any other sicknéss. Even if 
such confusion of diagnosis bap- 
pens, it is so rare that it cannot 
influence the statistics. The fre- 
wwency of these external cancers 
hhas increased in the same propor 
jon as eancer in general. 

Another answer to this objection 
is that even in the Inst few years 
the inerease of the frequency is well- 
‘marked and the same in all elvilized 
states and towns. 

Dr. Englacnde, in the same way 
as other radiologists, was even of 
the opinion that the -more exact 
diagnosis of the present times 
not only not augmenting the ap- 
parent numbers of cancer but tends 
to diminish them. 

It happens rather frequently, he 
stated, that eases of supposed cancer 
‘of the'stomach or the colon, are to- 
day recognized as cleatri 
strictures or other diseases, which 
‘are not malignant by’ their nature, 
but are causing heavy symptoms and

Diminished Mortality Factor 
The increase of the number of 
cancer-deaths is eaused by the 
civilized states. This is a. serious 
objection, and it is indubitable that 
a certain part of the increase of 
‘Galiger is on account of the increased 
number of people living over 40 oF 
50 years. But when the frequency 
of cancerdeaths is compared not 
with the 100 of the whole mortality, 
but with the mortality ef people over 
5 years of axe, or the number of 
eancer-qgses is not compared with 
100,000°%f the whole population, but 
with the 100,000 people of over 45, 
then the factor of the greater pro: 
portion of ayed people ie eliminated. 
Tt is well known, 0

Its frequency is rapidly increasing 
in the same states; 
It is very probable that the pro- 
disposition to cancer is created oF 
at least greatly increased by any 
very slow and very long intoxiea- 
tion. . 

Suggested Lines of Inquiry 
It should be investigated very 
thoroughly whether the frequent use 
of two highly toxic substances, the 
lead-arsenate as artificial manure 
and lead-methlylate as a earburett- 
ing substance, will not increase the 
predisposition to eancer. 

Enormous sums and cnormous 
wbour have been devoted to the 
study of mice-cancer, said the 
speaker, who was of opinion that 
the result is very small.

Institute of Hospital Technology 


‘The principal item of the business: 
meeting on February 11 was 
the consideration of the position of| 
the Institute of Hospital Techno- 
logs 

Dr. George Hadden, the Director 
of the Institute, described the in- 
Jception of the work and the 
activities that had been carried on. 
in the American Church Hospital at. 
Anking, until that hospital was. 
‘seized by the military, The debt 
‘of gratitude owed to the American 
‘Church Mission for the great hel 
given in founding the institute was 
expressed. 

In view of the “fact that — the 
Anking Hospital had not yet been 
returned, it was impossibie to re- 
‘open there and arrangemen:s had 
‘been made to re-commence the work 
at the invitation of the new Union 
Hospital, Hankow, in that place.

Inquest on the Late Mrs, Flor- 
‘ence Schmidt 


Before Mr. Alexander Krisel, 
[Commissioner, in the U.S. Court for 
China, on February 13, an inquest 
teas held into the death of Mrs, 
Florence Schmilt, wife of Sven 
Schmidt of the Majestic Hotel Or- 
cchestea, who was found dead in bed 
in hee rooms at 15 Kungping Road. 

‘Tsung Ah-du, the houseboy, gave 
evidence that" the deceased had 
Jeome in about midnight the previous 
‘night accompanied by a marino in 
juriform who stayed but a fow 
minutes and departed. ‘The next 
‘morring at about 10.80 the tele- 
phone had rung with a request, by 
‘a masculine voice to spenk to Mrs. 
‘Schmidt, Witness called her, but 
receiving no answer enterod. the 
room and found the deceased lying 
face downward on the bed, and on 
failing to rouse Wer by repeated 
shakings he told the inquirer at 
tho telephone that she was very 
ick. 

‘About an hour Jater ho said tho 
Jsame marine who had been there the 
night before celled and immediate 
ly on seeing the deceased had got 
fin touch with a doctor and had ine 
structed the boy to eall in the 
police, He identified the marine 
as Pte, John 1, Brooks, U.S.M.C. 
who was present at the inquest and 
who grave evidence, 

Evening ina Cabaret 

Pte. Brooks «gave evidence that 
Iho had Known Mrs, Schmidt for 
severst months and had been in the 
habit of taking her to local places 
fof amusement. On the night pre- 


























¥ Jeeding her death he had called for 


fier early in the evening and after 
dinner at her quarters had taken 
her to a loeal cabaret where they 
sat abot until just before mide 
night, when he had taken her home, 
He had stopped there for one dsink 
lof brandy, and did not recall an 

conversation by the deceased that 
‘would lead him to believe she con- 
templated suicide. He had left the 
house about 12.15 and the next 
morning had called her on the 
phone to say good-morning. When 
the boy told him of the unsucces 

ful attompts to awaken her he bi 
become suspicious and had called 
fat the house with the result that 
he had found her dead body. At 

















the eabaret they had taken only 


{three bottles of heor between them 
for the entire evening and on tho 
return to her house they nd a very 
small brandy apiece. It was his 
belief that she had died from an 
overdose of sleoping tablets. 

‘The husband of the deceased gave 
evidence to the effoct that though 
he and his wife had been separcted 
for several months there wus 
strong liking still existing botween 
them and he was oure that had she 
proposed to take her life she would 
nave informed him of it. He ro- 
ated that on several instanzes he 
had found her in the possession of 
Ja strong sleeping tablet to which 
she had become accustomed and on 
fone instance on finding her in an 
obviously dizzy eondition had hidden, 
them and not returned them to her. 

‘When they decided to separate 
[she would not give him her address 
jand he had not scen her prior to 
her death for some considerable 
time, He stated that he was 
satisfied that she had died of an 
junintentional overdose of a sleep 
ing potion and that this with the 
‘brandy she had taken previous 2 
retiring for the night had s0 weak 
jened her heart that she succumbed. 


Planning to Take Her Life 

A friend of the deceased, Mrs, 
Maud Chambers, said she had known 
‘Mrs. Schmidt for six years, A fow 
months ago the deceased had told 
her she was planning to end her 
fife but had been talked away from 
the idea by the witness. On ono 
Joceasion she tad found the dead 
woman suffering a considerable 
dizziness from the confessed taking 
fof sleeping tablets in too great a 
quantity. 

‘The inquest .was resumed on 
February 14, when Dr. Wm. _K. 
Nance reported the finding of a 
considerable quantity of veronal in 
the stomach which he believed un- 
‘questionably eausod death, 

Dr, Nance testified that he was 
acquainted with ‘the medical pre- 
aration known as “Barbital” whic 
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he said, contained a large amount! 
‘of veronal and which was frequent 
ay used by people suffering from in- 
somnin, He said that the drug could 
be purchased without a doctor's 
prescription in almost any chemist’s 
‘establishment in the Settlement and 
after an examination of the deceas- 
ed he was of the opinion that she 
hhad taken anywhere from 20 to 25 
tablets and had succumbed, He 





stated that unquestionably the fact 
‘that 


she had imbibed alcoholic 
rior to her demise had 
junction with the drug. 

ith but in any event 
the fact that she had taken such a 
huge dose of the tablets would 
‘cause the demise itsolf. 

He stated that in view of the 
fact that she had previously taken 
‘the tablets to cause sleep and had 
Become used to them, in no way 
mitigated against the fact that 
however familiar she may have 
een with their use, he was forced 








to the belief by his findinzs that |} 


she intentionally took an overdose. 

The Commissioner found that 
deceased came to her death by 
suicide.
